Frem Franklin to Corry--0il city. 
Correspondence af The Chicage Tribune, 


largest men I ever met in any country. It seems 
as if a race of giants had peopled these mountain 
ranges. 

From Franklin our course lay up the Alle- 
gheny River 7 miles to the mouth of Oil Creek. 
We passed many huge sheet-iron tanks fall of 
crude oil, each containing from 30,000 to 40,000 
barrels ; and derricks in groups and clusters on 
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
